Was Meſjiah to be like unto Mosss 2 Then *tis 
moſt fit, by an early perſecution as ſoon as he was 
born, being caſt out to one Danger and Death for 
the avoiding another, by the unkindnels and trea« 


.chery of thoſe whom he'\came to ſave ; rhethreats,

and hard dealings from Pharaoh, and the long and 


manifold grievings of his meek ſoul by his per- 


verſe Countrey-men whom he had brought out of 
{lavery ; He ſhould leave behind him a Copy and 
Pattern. which Chriſt muſt tranſcribe, and be e- 
qual to Moſes in every part of his laborions trou- 
bleſome life, as well as tranſcend him in Wiſdom, 


' Power, and the incomparable Deliverance and Salva- 


tion whereof the atchievements of Moſes were but a 
weak imperfeft ſhadow. Does Ezekiel four or five 
times call Chriſt, David, propheſying, that he 
{ſhall be an. Erernal Prince over Gods People, 
feed and guide them in the ways of. his Judy» 


ments 
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ments and Statutes ? Then (beſide that this de- 
ſcription of m_ Government inferrs the ſpiritual 
ends and purpoſes of his Dominion ) we are al- 
ſured by God himſelf, that David was a Type of 


Chrift, and indeed he was a lively and exa@ one, 


In him we have a concurrent adumbration of all 


Chriſt's Offices : The Authority of a King ; the 
Spirit and Illumination of a Prophet; and (though 


not the Fun&ion of a Prieft, yet) the Holineſs and 
Devotion, the Care and Zeal for Gods ſervice, be- 


longing to that Fun&ion : Nothing could betcer- 


repreſent our King of the Jews in = form of a Ser- 
vant, then David ; a King choſen by God, and 
anointed by his appointment, yet living withour 
| power in the time of Saul. Nor could any thing 
toreſhew the ill creatment which our Lord found: 
in the days of his humiliation at their hands, 
whom he delivered from more dreadful enemies 
then Philiſtins and Gyants of Gath ; like thoſe dil- 
graces, oppreſsions and perſecutions which David- 
endured from Saul, whole Battels he had fought, 
As his victories over the enemies of [frael, were 
Types of Chriſts ſubduing the powers of darkneſs; 
His Reigning over the People of God, an embleme: 
of Chrift his- Sons ſpiritual dominion in the hearts 
of the Faithtul, in which ſenſe onely: Davids houſe 
became ſure, and his Kingdom perperual:: So were 
the cruelties of Saul, the treachery of Dorg, and: 
Acbitophel, the railing and curſes of Shimei, and the- 
; - unnatural:

unnatural rebellion of Abſalom, onely lo many pre- 
luſions to- Herods early attempts on Chriſts lite , 
the Nanders, blaſphemies, naliaions deltgns,- and 
bloudy Proſecutions of the Jews, the treaſon of 
Judas, and the pernicious wiſdom of Caiaphas. No. 
thing more can be added to make the reſem- 
blance compleat, bur this, char David was a perſon 
moſt dear to God, as being a man after his own 
heart, received the ampleſt reſtimonies and afſu- 
rances 'of Gods favour, the moſt gracious. Pro- 
miles and Pledges of his laſting | Mercies ; 
Yet no man more ſeverely chaſtiſed by his afflict- 
ing hand: Which makes it a leſs wonder, that 
God for the great ends of Mercy defign'd by that 
method, ſhould give up the Son of his love, in 
whom he declared himſelf by a voice from hea- 
ven to be delighted and well pleaſed, into the hands 
of evil men : And for a complement of his ſuffer- 
ings, pour his own wrath, due to our ins, like 
fire into his bones, This whole Parallel is by 
David ſo fully ſet forth in very many places of 
the PSALMS, that the moſt acute interpreters are 
often put to great difficulties, how to diſtinguiſh 
the perſons, and aſhgne when the Prophet ſpeaks 
of himſelf, and when of our Saviour; and indeed 
nothing can ſafely be reſolv'd, but that both are 
intended ; the two caſes being ſo much one, that the 
ſame words moſt ficly expreſs them. I hope you 
will forgive me the [ſiding ſo long upon this 
| famous 
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famous Type of our Saviours ſufferings. [ will 
name no more, though it beevident that the beſt 
and moſt renowned men of all Ranks, and parti- 
* cularly the PROPHETS ( who ſure had as good 


right to Gods Temporal promiſes as any other. 


Jews ) were vexed, tormented, impriſoned, ba. 
niſhed, ſlain, to leave a cloud of witneſſes atteſtin 
this Truth, that as Chriſt exceeded them all infi- 
nitely in the excellency of his Perſon and Digni- 
ty of his Office, ſo he was to out-go them onely 
in the degrees of his affligions, that the merit of 
his ſuffrings might be of greater value, as being in- 
tended to higher as urs Nor will I trouble 
you afterall this with the many Typical Rites and 
Actions . obſerved very - pertinently by others; 
though ſome of them do not onely adumbrate 
Chriſts ſufferings in general, but point particular- 
ly at his (rucifixion. As Isaac's carrying the wood 
whereon he was to lie, which in the Antitype 
is fairly anſwer'd by Chriſts carrying his croſs, T 2X 
crucified ſaving Brazen ſerpent, giving health to 
all that looked up in Faith to it , beſides a fic 
declaration and #yiwyue (in St. Chryſoſtomes expreſ(- 
ſion) of Chrifts curing the deadly fiery birings 
of the old Serpent by vercue of his death, repreſent- 
ed inthat figure ; gives us a further advantageous 
inſtance againſt the Jews, that every thing is not 
accurſed which hangeth on a Tree. And St. Johns 
- authority is very conlideraþle, who applyes che 
| F com- 
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command of net breaking @ bone of the Paſchal Lawb to 
this buſineſs ; and his Reaſon of the Rite, thar it 
was intended to leave a Prophetical intimation, 


that Chriſt our Paſsover ſhould die a death to which 


breaking of limbs was ordinarily annexed, bur 
yet that the breaking his ſhould by care from Heaven 
be prevented; is much better then Maimoni's weak 
conjecture, that it was onely to cpmply with the 


Jews haſte, For in what haſte ſoever they then were, 


the Wiſdom of God is never in hafte, norcan his 
Providence be ſurprized, or decree any thing to- 
no purpoſe. | | 
Afﬀcer theſe Typical repreſentations, ic will be 
now ſeaſonable to hearken to the voices of the 
Prophets, which are the voice of God, and with 
clearer evidence predict what the other did bur ta- 
citely infinuate and. adumbrate; and we ſhall find 
them all with one mouth LH the ſame thing, 
the great and various ſufferings and violent Death 
of Meſſah; Whom though they do not alwayes 
name, as ſometimes they do,, particularly Daniel 
tells us MessTAan ſhall be cut 
count not to the Birth or Reign, but the Death of 
Meſſiah the Prince; yet they ſo deſcribe him, as that 
the ancient Jews underſtood their meaning well 
enough,” allowing the reading of P/al. 22. 15. and 


v. Fuller iſe, xpounding it of Meſſiah , as allo Zach. 12, 10. 
& 2-4 32 Which are both referred to. by S. John as Prophecies. 


of Chriſt's being pierced on. the Croſs, And che 
EEE ou latter: 
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latter Rabbins, by their pititull ſhifts, ſhew clearly 
that they refuſe the Interpretations of their Fathers 
onely for fcar of prejudicing their Hypotheſis ; and 
therefore ſtrengthen our Arguments, while they 
endeavour to elude their force. Out of the great 
plenty of Prophecies I will ſelect but'one; ( for what 
God hath ſaid once, is as infallibly trae as if he 
had ſaid it a thouſand times:) *Tis the 53 Chapter 
of Iſaiah, where you may read the contempt and 
ſcorn, the pains and torments, the ignominious 
and ſervile Death of Chriſt, ſo graphically deſcri- 
bed, ſo fully exprefled, chat you would imagine 
the Prophet to have been Spectator of the whole 
Tragedy, and retiring from that black Scene while 
the ſenſe of it was warm and high in him, he 
did Lamnv is + yay + ud aauey, dip his D Pen into his 
Mind, and tranſcribe as much as Ink. and Paper 
could delineate from his affeRions and troubled 
Soul into his Book. I need not enlarge, for the 
Jews are ſo oppreſſed with multitude and weight 
of Evidences for a ſuffering Meſſiah, that to deliver 
themſelves in this ſtrait, they give us a Tale of 
two Meſfiabs, the firſt to be affliged and killed, the 
other to triumph onely-and reign : And fo while 
one part of their fition confeſſeth the ſufferings 
we contend for, and the other is affirmed vainly 
| without ground or colour by them, they have 
thereby yielded us the whole Cauſe : And we may 
fafely conclude, that fince Fe/us of Nazareth appears 
| every 
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every way to have been ſuch a Perſon as all Pred;&4ij- 
ons and Types have fore-{hewed, and to. have been 
ſo uſed as they aſlure.us he was to be, and no other 
is prerended to anſwer thoſe prefigurations in-any 
degree, Pilate was as good a Prophet as (aiphas, 
and being over-ruled by the Spirit of God, wrote 
more then he underſtood, but not more then was 
true, in this Title and Recognition, | 


Teſus of Nazareth King of the Jews. 


A Ne now perhaps ſome of you are ready to ſay, 
that I haveſpoken a great deal to my Text, bar 
little to my Auditory : Why ſhould I bring you back 
rothe firſt Elements of Chriftianity, who have been 
baptized into Chriſts death in your infancy, - grown 


up inthe profeſsion of: his Goſpel, have had Chriſt 


- in many Sermons evidently ſet forth. crucified a- 


mong you, and received him often.in. the holy-Sa. 
cramental repreſentation of his Death? After ſo 
many pledges of ſcrvice and love enterchanged be- 
tween you, what reaſon have I to doubt of your 
being Chriſtians 2 I do not doubt it. :- But give 
me leave to tell you, There goes-more to that: then 
we generally imagine, every. man isnot a Chriftjan 
who believes his Creed, nor does every one believe 
the Creed who ſuppoſeth and takes it for granted : 
Mahy of us believe the Articles of our Faith as we do. 
the. Antipodes, or the ſtory of the Trojan War ; wwe 
care not whether they be'true or no: And ſuch have 

Tn er eee. 
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need ſometimes to be carechized in the grounds, and 
more in the importance of their Faith. And many 
others who explicitely believe the Truth, areſo far 
from obeying it, that they hold it in unrighteouſneſs ; and 
theſe ought often to be told, that they believe. e- 
nough to condemn, but not enough to juſtifie and 
ve them.-: Suppoſe then, that you-have devoured 
all the ſcandal x; the Croſs, and what isan offence to 
Jews, and to Greeks fooliſhneſs, is to you the wil- 
dom and power of God, the one appearing emi- 
nently in the contrivance of this Myſtery, and the 
other in the great things wrought thereby. And 
now upon the whole matrer, your armes are open 
to, receive Chriſt, for the very reaſons which pro- 
voke the: Jews to rejef and ſcorn him: you.can di- 
ſcern the Lord of Glory through the diſguiſe and form 
of a ſervant, contemplate him triumphing over the 
powers of Death and-Hell in a ſervile ignomini- 
ous Crucifixion, and therefore;becaule he came not 
down from the Croſs,you will believe him. Pardon 


me, if I ſay,you may do all this, and yet be Jews. - 


To make. it appear, let me mind you of -the. Jews 
miſcarriages in this behalf. We. have found them 
blamezble, 1. For nor accepting Jeſus as their King : 


2. In the reaſon why they refuled him, Becaule he 
he was a Spiritual, not 'a Temporal Prince, Be 


faichfull then to your own ſouls, and. in this fo- 
lemn ſeaſon of ſelf-examination ask your Conlci- 
ences thele. two Queſtions; 1. Whether yau do ſin- 


> 
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'cerely own and receive Jeſus for your King? 2, If you 
find your elves faulty and deficient in that Duty, 
Whether the realon why you do not cordially em-. 
brace him be any other * ra that of the Jews, be- 
cauſe his Kingdame and his Laws are ſpiritual, and you 
are Carnal? #. Whether you do own and accept 
Chriſt for your King ? I know you are apt e- 
nough to admit his other Relations toyou , every 
one /hearkens willingly to the glad tidings of a 
Mediator and a Saviour : Tis pleaſant to think of 
a, Sacrifice conſiderable enough to atone for our 
ſins, of ſuch a High Prieſt entred within the vail 
interceding on our behalf at Gods tight hand, who 
* will ſurely be heard when he prays, andwho hath al- 
ready obtain'd eternal redemption forus. Nay we can 
like well chat he be a King too, (provided that as his 
Kingdome is not of this world, ſo he trouble not 
us with jt in this' world, pretend not to govern us 
till we come to heaven. *Tis not amils that he 
be powerfull enough to overcome our Enemies 
ro ſpoil Principalities and Powers, lead captivity captive, 
and after that give gifts unto men, when he hath 
through his Death deſtroyed the Devil who had 
the power of Death, thathe be able and willing to 
enſtate us in eternal life, and aſſume us to the partici- 
pation of his Kingdom. Tell me now, I pray you, 
what temptation had the Jews, why they ſhould 
not 'be as good Chriſtians as we upon their 
own grounds, if this be all? age - of 

| theirs 
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theirs would have reliſted the propoſition of ſuch 
a Sacrifice to expiate for their fins > Why ſhould 
not a Phariſee be content that he might have an 
Advecate always FROng for him at the Throne 
of Grace, ? What could move the groſſeft dream- 
er in the Sanhedrim .to refule a reverſion of eter- 
nal glory in heaven,after the enjoyment 6f thoſe 
reſent felicities which he deſired on earth 2?-_ 
here is ſomething ſurely more then this in the: 
_— and acknowledging Chrift for our King, ' 

or elſe the Jewes would have accepted him too. 
The Duty of a ſubje& to 2 Prince is expreſſed in. 
one word, Obedience. The Tributes of our Eſteem, 
Honor, Reverence and Recognition, are good cir- 
cumſtances in the performance of our main Duty ; 
but without it are follies or crimes. I need not 
reach the Court how little Complements ſignifie, you 
know that for the moſt part they are like Nit's 
in 4 (ypher, usd onely to amuſe, co conceal, not 
explain our minds: Nor ſhall I need to fay here, 
the profeſſion of that Dury and ſervice which 
we mean. not to performe, is no more then a 
Complement , unleſs it prove a ſcorne too; for 
in ſevere examination, to acknowledg our Sove- 
reigns Power, and yet refuſe his commands, is at 
once to recognize and defie him; ro call Chriſt 
our Prince, and not ſubmit to his rule and Laws, 
is but to bow before him, cry Hail King of the 
Jews ,, and crucifie bim, Obedience hereby. ap- 
 .._ > ©, yours: 
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pears . to be the natural neceſſary Duty of a Sub. 
jet to a Prince, becauſe it ſupports. and main- 
rains the end of "the Relation between them, 
enables the Prince to do his Office. Ic is the end of 
all Goverament, to procure the good of the whole 
Community ; but no Governour can ds that, .un- 
leſs he be obeyed : without obedience, the Scepter 
is but-a Reed in his hand, aRod of weakneſs and 
contempt, not of power. *Tis folly to expe to 
ſit quietly under our own Yines and Fig-trees, enjoy- 
ing all the benefits of peace and plenty, unlels we 
conform to thoſe Laws which preſerve peace, and 
effect plenty, by regulating every man in the or- 
derly purſuit of his own honeft ends without en- 
terfcring with thoſe of his Neighbour. *Tis mad- 
nefs to look that a King in his ſingle Perſon ſhould 
ſuppreſs Rebellions, repel the force of invading Ar- 
mies, drive Enemies Fleets from his Coaſts, or con- 
quer them upon their own : But by the free and 
hearty obedience of his People, He can do whatſo-. 
ever his whole Kingdom can do, Becauſe thereby 
rheir entire ſtrength is concentred in Him, and He 
can manage and employ it as calily as the mem- 
| bers of his own body. The ſame obligation both 
of Duty and Intereft have we to abey Chriſt, of 
Duty, that we defraud him not of what we owe. 
him, and Intereſt, that he may be able to do us 
the good which he deſigns : For neither can he ſub-: 
- due his and our Enemies (to the purpoſes we are 
| con- 
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concern'd in, ) nor make his Subje&shappy witn- 
out the concurrence of their obedience. He can- 
not deſtroy the works of the Devil; if we will 
perliſt ro cmploy our ſelves in his: works, re- 
{olve to be flaves ſtill, norwithſtandiog all the li- 
berty purchaſed: for us, and whenthe Caprain of 
our Salyation hath caſt down :and. bruis'd his 
head; made it eaſie and ſafe for us. to; tread upon 
our old Enemy, we ſet him up- again, and fall 
down and. worſhip him Nor: can the bring us 
ro heaven unleſs we conforme to the Laws and 
conditions by which we are to be advanced , re- 
ceive his Kingdome firſt into us, that we may: 
be afterwards received into it ; For whatever- God 
might havedone, if we ſuppoſe a time before 
the method of our Redemption was decreed; Ic 
will be ſafe to ſay, that fince he hath limited . 
himſelf by an expreſs a&t and declaration of his 
will, and Covenanted with Chriſt, that upon. his, 
voluntary laying down his life as a ranſome for 
the World, he ſhould have power to beſtow the 
Kingdome upon ſuch; and ſuch onely as Believe 
and Repent, no man now can look to go to 
Heaven by Chriſt, bur he whoſe Faich receives 
Chriſt for | his King , and whoſe Repentance 
grieves for having offended him, and relolves to 
ſerve him faithfully for the time to come.. Theſe 
are the two joint inſeparable Conditions of our Salva. - 
tion neither of which will ſingly avail us ; For as 

it. 
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it is impoſſible to Repent without Faith, co con- 


vince us of the neceſficy and benefit of that Duty, 


ſo our Repentance it ſelf inſtruts us, that Faith 


alone is not our whole work; Becauſe we Re- 


' pent not that we have no Faith (ſeeing we ſup-. 
poſe Faith, co be the principle which moved us 


ro repent) but we grieve to find our ſelves de- 


feRive in our obedience, that we have not perform'd 


what we believe our ſelves bound, and engaged 
to. For this is the. proper bulineſs of Faith, to 
ſhew us our King, and dire& us in our duty to 
him. If we onely believe the Theory of the Go(- 
pel, acknowledge the truth of all that our Savi- 
our hath taught, and no more, This makes Chrift 
bur ſuch a King as GroT1us think's Pilate took 
him for, a kind of Rex Stoicws, a Prince and au- 
thor of ſome rareopinions and ſpeculative truths ; 
and Chriſtianicy it ſelf but a ſe (as Tertullian 


_ often calls it in a better ſenſe) combined in the 
aſſerting an excellent Hypotheſis ; not a Kingdom. 


and body Politique, join'd to one Common head, 
by which all the members are guided in thea&i- 
ons of life, and purſuance of real folid concern- 


ments. Methinks the Lawyers (who are verſed in 


matters of government ) give us a good Notion 
of Faith, when they, joyn it with , and make ic 
Synonymous to True Allegiance. And a Probi- 
bition trom them would be ſcafonable in this caſe, 


to track the exorbirances of ſome Divines, who . 


evapo- 
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evaporate all Religion in Notions. Had Chriſt 
been propoſed to us onely as Prophet, ſuch a 


Faith had been a hand fitter to receive him , it 


might have apprehended Yifrons and Revelations 
well enough : but ſeeing he is a King, and de- 
livers commands, Obedience onely is relativeto them. 


And we may believe St. James,who tells us,that Faith , 


which works not, when tis bidden by ſuch an Au- 
thority, is Dead. The Faith which onely lives, 


am2es 2, 
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and can make us do ſo, is that which expreſlerh ,;.,, ,- .. 
it ſelf by lively operations , being animated and 27" 4% 


aftuated by an obedient Love, that Generous 3! 5-6. 


Principle which even in humane affairs noble 


produceth all the great and worthy things in the. 


wotld,by thoſe Perſons who ſeryethe Prince whom 
they love, vigorouſly and Bravelys That Obedience 
_ can bring us back to God, we may know 
by this, that Diſobedience caſt us out of his fa- 
your and preſence:andif theeffe& of our Redemp- 
tion be to recover us the Paradiſe and the favour of 
of God, which we loft at firſt by diſobeying his 
commands, it muſt alſo put us into a fate of o- 
bedience, without which we cannot be capable of 
recovery, the Cherubm with their flaming (word will. 
fill fight againſt us upon the old quarrel; and it muſt: 
find a way to help us in that ſtate, or elſe we ſhall. 
quickly loſeall again, It was very agreeable to the: 
Majeſty and goodneſs of God,to compaſſionate the: 
weaknels of his poor Lapſed Creature ſo fat, as to 
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make our task caſte and Ae per L2 our infir- 
mity, to accept fincere honeſt .endeavours inſtead. 
of exadt unerring obcdience, which Adam fail'd of , 
and we in the ruine of our nature could by no 
mean+ have performed. Bur to be reconciled: to diſ- 
obedience, is inconſiſtent with every one of his at- 
tributes; even goodnels it ſelf would ceaſe to be good, 
ſhould it Patronize and encourage evil; now diſo- 
bedience isall Evil, tranſgreſſeth and violates the 
whole Law at once, The ſoul that doth ought preſump- 
tuouſly, dilobeying with a high hand, reproacheth the 
Lord, and deſpiſeth his comandments. I may add,and 
his Mercy and Grace too, which are afforded |to 
invice and help us to obey, and would not haye- 
been given us to that purpoſe, were difobedi- 
ence by any means reconcileable ro-our” obli- 

tion and Gods favour : And between Obedi- 
ence and Diſobedience I know no Medium; That 
pretence of apr - Chriſt out of Gallantry is ſome- 
thing that I confeſs my ſelt not acute enough to 
underſtand, any further, then as a colour for not ſer- 
ving him at all. For precarious Autbority 1s a con- 
tradition in Terms; the Prince who hath no 0- 
ther, is a Tenant at will, holds his Crown and 


| Dignity in a kind of Yillenage, and lervile depend- 


ance on the Pleaſure of his Subje&s; and where 
Chriſt hath no greater command then fo, he may 
be any thingelſe, bur cannot be a King. My Bre- 
thren, be not deceived ; though God ſo loved the world. 


as 


| e—— 


as to give bis onely begotten Son to die for us, . yet doubt- 
leſs the loved his Son whom he ſent from his bo- 
ſome , infinitely more then all the world for 
whom he gave him; and therefore will be ſure to 
provide for Þis honour before our ſafety : To which 
purpole,we ſee he:hath ſetled his Kingdom on ſuch 
terms, as that we ſhall not have the benefics we ex- 
pet, unleſs he have from us the glory dueto him . 
We cannot be ſaved, unleſs he be obeyed; and we 
become ſo far both his Servants and Friends,as to do 
whatſoever he commands us. God will certainly 
aſſert his own Laws, and vindicate his Sons Honour , 
and that may be done, whatever becomes of ys : 
Chriſt may be glorified even in our deſtruction, and 
will beſo, if we envy himtheglory of (aving us : 
He will ſhew himſelf a King in puniſhing our Re- 
bellions, if we bereave him of the delight of re. 
warding and crowning our Obedience. His King- 
dom cannor ſtand, to the effeRing its gracious pur- 
poles of making us happy, if it beſo divided a- 
gainſt it (elf as that our perverſenel(s draws one way, 
while his Precepts dire& us another: Nor to the 
preſervation of his Majeſty, if he be ſo divided a- 
gainſt himſelf, as to prevaricate in the execution 
- of his own Laws, ſuffer our diſobedience to prevail 
over his Juſtice,and eſcape the puniſhment denoun- 
ced againſt it, that Death which we chooſe and ſeek in the 
error ofour ways. Let us therefore be wiſe, apd fol- 


low the good Advice long ſince given roMankind in 
chis 
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1s fore this behalf; which (icero hath tranſlated forus out 
de Divndie-: of rhe Sibyls Books, Bum qui Rex eſt Regem eſſem ag- 


noſcamus, Letus obey faithfully and in good carneſt 
the King whom we own and acknowledge; yield 
the ſame compliance to his Rule and Government 
which we give every thing elſe under whoſe pow- 
er wearc. Even our follies may counſel. us inthis; 
our ſins may inform and dire&usto the way of per- 
forming righteouſneſs , ſerve but God as heartily 
as you do the Devil, and it will be well. While 
fin reigns in our mortal bodies, we obey it- in all the: luſts 
_ 


thereof . One fleſhly appetite bids us. go, and: we g 
another calls us to come, and we come at a beck ;-2 
third commands us to. do this, and we do. it readi- 
ly, without ſtop or heſitancy, Ambition makes 
us ſlaves, in oy of being Princes; We become flat.. 
terers and paraſites to great perſons,and if one of them 
ſtrike us on the right cheek, we haſtily turn to him the

reave us of our eyes and hands, and we chule rather 
to goto Hell, blinde or maimed , then having all our 
Members to enter into Glory, Why do we not 
obey Chriſt at this rate ? Why do welove to be 
the Slaves and Martyrs of the Devil and Damnation, 
abhorring the free and happy Service of Chriſt. 'Tis 
not becauſe his wages 1s inconſiderable ; for eternal 


life is the reward of ſuch as obey hizz. Nor that his * 


commands are grievoxs and intolerable ; tor they are 


peace and joy in the Lord :+ Prefent happinels in 


themſelves , and pledges of future glory. I ſhould 
diſparage the excellency of Chriſts preſcriptions by 


ſaying, That as much as Health is better then a Fea- . 


ver, ſo much is Sobriety better then Drunkennelſs; 
which often recompenſes the jolly, voluntary madneſs 
of one hour, with the indi{poſition and uneaſineſs, at 
leaſt, if not greater inconvenience of many years.. If 
a laſting vigorous conſtitution of Body, a conſtant 
ſerenity of Minde, a Soul firm and. lively in all its 
faculties ; an ative Manhood , a venerable Wile, 
length of days, be more eligible, then early Gouts 
and. Catarrh's; a decrepit uſelels youth, a wretched 
contemptible old Age before its time ; a Soul always 


looſe and unhinged, a Minde ſottiſhin debates, and | 


brutiſh 1n 1ts reſolutions, unable to give or take 
*counſel ; then 1s the perpetual feaſt of Temperance 
more inviting, then the loads of Gluttonous meats, 
and the killing debauches and riots of Luxury and 
Incontinence. Heathen Philoſophy could havemade 
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thele compariſons , and carried them by inſtances 
through the whole,Scheme of Ethicks ; or rather it 
would. have  dildained: that Vertxe ſhould be at all 
compared, either with the filthy nature of Vice, or its 
permcious conſequences. And I hope a Chriſtian 
converſation will appear 1n all reſpects to tranſcend 
Heathen Morality, as far as that is above the. dirt 
and mire of rhe moſt brutiſh ſenſuality. The fatis- 
factions of a regular orderly life led, ſecundum Na- 
turam, which is all Philoſophy aims at, are much 
more agreeable- then thoſe low and vile diſorders 
which ſome men deſire to wallow in ; but infinitely 
ſhort of thoſe heavenly joys, wherewith mindes il- 
luminated by the Holy Ghoft, furniſhed and adorn- 
ed with his Graces, are continually entertained ; 
beſide,that this Paradiſe they now enjoy, is the way 
to. Heaven, this:{erving and walking with God in 
a delightfu] affluence of pleaſures, is but their pledge 
and aſſurance of being tranflated in time to live 
with him for ever. Nor yet 1s our employment dil- 
honorable and baſe; for our Lord requires us to-do 
nothing , but what himſelf hath done before us. 
'Tis true that Seneca ſays, © Rules and Precepts are 
«neither ſo compendious, nor efficacious a way to 
«teach Vertue,as when we ſee the thing it {elf exem- 
© plified in aGtions adorned: with all the advantage 
<« and life of Circumſtances,and real Demonſtrations; 
we _ better ſuch ſolid repreſentations, and 
are affected more, when we perceive our Teacher 

believes 
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believes himſelf, and practiſeth' what ſhe recome 
mends., and: men, in all caſes, follow *cheerfuſk 1 
ly , 'when' theit-leaders firſt attempt difficulties, k- --. 
endure hardſhips, - and undertake darigers in theit : 3 
own-:Perſons's All theſe Invitations we havefrom 
Chriſt, He'is himſelf the Rule of all he teacherh;;
